Norfolk, Ya., Feb. 21—The dir- 


igible Roma exploded at 2 p. m. to- 
day with the loss of at least 28 
lives. -Fourteen arc reported missing 
but reports as to the exact number 
so far are unconfirmed. Capt. Dale 
Maybre in command of the ship, was 
burned to death. ' 


The ship carried a crew of thirty 


as they left Langley Field. The rud- 
der broke as Hie 
dirigible circled 


over the army base and the bag de- 
scended slowly to the earth. As it 
nonred the ground the explosion oc- 
curred and the bug burst in flames. 


The'Roma was purchased by the 


United States from the Italian gov- 
ernment. It 
was brought to this 


country about the time the disaster 
to 
the 
dirigible. ZR-C purchased 


from Great Britain over the city of 
Hull, England. The huge airship was 
making a series of test flights. It 
luid 
been planned to take it on a 


tour of (he whole United States. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—Thirty-five 


men were killed when the Roma dir- 
igible of the American army air ser- 
vice, exploded over Hampton Roads, 
today, the navy department was ad- 
vised by radio today. The big ship 
exploded with a terrific blast when 
about one thousand feet in the air. 
The message added that a number 
of sub chasers were rushed to the 
seen,!. 


Norfolk, Va., Feb. 21.—The ex- 


plosion of the'Roma was caused by 
the bag striking electric wires over 
the army base, it was stated here 
today. 
The rudder of the dirigible 


while cruising low, became entangled 
in the electric wires which ignited 
the bag. A deafening explosion oc~ 
curred and the dirigible fell to earth. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—The Roma, 


one of the American army dirigibles, 
was-one of the largest craft in the 
world of its kind and was the great- 
est dirigible in this county. The big 
ship, only recently christened here, 
was made for the United States in 
Italy. 


It was asserted today at Laugley 


Field, Virginia, on a recent flight to 
Washington, for christening, it en- 
countered engine trouble and did not 
seem 1o withstand strong winds and 
fears for its durability was express- 
ed then. 


The dirigible was constructed at 


riampino, Italy, and was the work 
of three Italian balloon experts.

Railroaders and Miners Gather to 


Air Mutual Problems Over 


Future Wage Reductions

Chicago, Feb. 21.—Powerful rail 


and mine union representatives met 
here today to discuss the "defensive 
alliance" proposed by 
John 
L. 


Lewis, president of the United. Mine 
Workers. 


Advisability of a coalition of the 


two labor groups for the purpose of 
fighting further 
wage reductions 


threatened by employers 
was the 


subject of the conference. 


Fifteen of the sixteen railroad un- 


ions, including the four big broth- 
erhoods, -answered the call of John 
L. 
Lewis, president of the United 


Mine Workers. 


The miners, through Lewis, issued 


the call of the conference when op- 
erators refused to treat with union 
representatives concerning a new 
contract to go into effect April 1. 
Operators also stated wages would 
be cut. 
' 


The railroad unions, 
facing an- 


other fight against wage reductions 
before the United States Railroad 
Board on .March 6th, accepted the 
invitation as a .chance to air mu- 
tual problems. 


Representatives of the two groups 


if they chose, could completely par- 
alyze the nation's' industry if they 
decided on concerted action, D. W. 
Helt, head of .the > railroad signal 
men said. 


Lewis said no cut and dried pro- 


gram of action 
had'been mapped 


out. They said the meeting would be 
a clearing house of ideas.. 


Although 
miner 
representatives 


expressed themselves willing "to go 
the limit" in the formation of an al- 
liance, interviews with representa- 
tives of the rair unions showed an 
inclination to balk at any other than 
the offer of "moral support." 


One important 
rail union chief, 


stated that the miners came into the 
conference with a top-heavy and-un- 
popular 
program. 
He alluded to 


the action of the miners convention 
at Indianapolis where the organiza- 
tion went on record in favor of the 
six hour day and the five day week, 
contrary to recommendations of the 
scale committee. 


Another official of a powerful rail- 


road union said that the rail work- 
ers already had taken wage cuts

It happens that all 
the corn testing in this run of the 
plant was selected* early and stored 
in good shape, so that the" results 
shown by the test are no 
doubt 


better than the average. 


In the first test made 1015 ears 


were tested, and from this, number 
87 ears were discarded on account 
of imperfect germination, and 101 
ears' were thrown out because of 


- being diseased. This figures out a 


total of 18.4 per cent bad seed, and 
indicates 3,000 ears, which will be 
ready to read Friday and Saturday 
of this week.'The county agent sta- 
led today that-the plant will be rui: 
steadily up to planting time and wil 
turn out about 3,000 ears per week 
Even then the plant will not be able 
to take care of all the seed that it 
will be called on to handle. The work 
is just started and each day new ap- 
plications for testing are being 're- 
ceived. It is suggested that farmers 
who want testing done ge't.their ap- 
plications in at once,' as the plan' 
can handle only a limited amoun 
and the first come, first' served. 


About sixty per 'cent of the ap- 


plications received so -far are fron 
farmers. wh.o had .their seed tes,tec 
at the plant the last two seasons 
This speaks well for the value -o: 
the work, for'these men "would no' 
be keeping it up, if it did not pay 
Five busliels for one individual far 
nier is Ihe limited aniount that wil 
be handled at .the. plant this year.
